STATE WILL LOSE 
ONECONGRESSMAN 


Falls 370,000 Below Esti- 


mated Population; Loses 
8.552 From 1920 Figure.

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 18.— 
(Special.)——Preliminary returns. a6 
compiled by census supervisors show- 
ing Georgia to have fallen some 370,- 
000 below the population. which had 
been officially estimated for it be- 
fore the current national enumeration 
makes it virtually certain that the 
state will lose one congressman ju the 
next reapportionment. — 

The state's total of 1930 popula- 
tion, subject to a final recheck of re- 
ports submitted by the several super- 
visors is 2,887,280, which represents 
an actual loss of slightly less than 
10,000 over the 1920 national census 
given as 2,895,832. 

Loss Is Surprise. 

Instead of a decrease, officials of 
the census bureau in Washington had 
estimated that Georgia would show a 
gain of more than 300,000, The 
state’s population had been estimated, 
in fact, to be 3,258,000 as of Jan- 
uary 1, last. 

This loss, therefore, seems sure to 
cause a reduction from 12 to 11 in 
the number of congressmen the state 
will be entitled to after the coming 
reapportionment which is to follow 
the official census returns. The exact

of population.

cardboard or use a wide spatula, hold- | 
ing each section in place with the up-. 
right marker before adding the next 
portion. A platter of Russian salad 
(assorted vegetables in separate sec-| 
tions) can be made quite professional | 
looking by this simple device. 

A thick slice of cooked egg on a 
canape with bloater. paste is covered 
with mayonnaise and garnished with 
a plume of celery and a stuffed olive, 
Or cover the fish paste with grated 
cheese and pop it into a hot oven five 
minutes before serving. 

Rolled sandwiches make pleasing 
appetizers. Use close grained white 
bread cut lengthwise of the loaf, and 
spread with caviar blended with 
creamed butter and seasoned with 
ohion juice. Roll tightly and pack | 
together in a napkin, enclosing the | 
whole in a damp cloth until needed. 
Slice, if the roll is large or use sing- 
ly, if small. Sprinkle with paprika 
and garnish with wedges of lemon 
dusted with minced parsley, sprigs of 
water cress and ripe olives. 

Thick slices of tomato make a good 
foundation for minced ham and green 
onion in mayonnaise, or finely cut 
celery and crushed bacon. A bit of 
highly seasoned fish salad is also a 
good tomato spread. For small hol- 
lowed out tomatoes use sections of 
deviled egg sprinkled with minced 
parsley and surrounded with rings of 
green pepper. Shrimp or scallops in 
tartare sauce are luscious in en 
shells. Garnish with a few capers; 
nut pick or even a tooth pick is 
useful in handling these small bits 
and placing them uniformly. Add 
some heart leaves of lettuce and a 
green olive to each. 

Piain or cheese crackers would. be 
served with these tomato appetizers, 
and tiny sandwiches of brown bread 
with cream cheese are especially ac- 
ceptable. Celery is good stuffed with 
snappy cheese, Worcester sauce and 
thick cream or a mixture of Herki- 
mer cheese, soft butter and a dash 
of curry powder. A pleasing variety 
consists of wafers of ham _ spread 
with mustard sauce, rolled close and 
the flap held in place with firm but- 
ter Serve with slices of cucumber 
dipped in French dressing and lit- 
tle lettuce sandwiches. Halved to- 
matoes filled with cream cheese, and 
chopped ripe olives are extra good, 
topped with a bit of caviar and minec- 
ed onion. Serve with | buttered | 
rourds of rye bread, slivers of dill’ 
pickle and lemon quarters. For a 
savory hot appetizer roll large olives | 
in hacon strips, fasten with tooth- 
picks, cook until crisp and serve with | 
lettuce sandwiches.

Declares He Has Never 
Paid Newspapermen and 
Knows Nothing of Lingle 
Murder. 


CHICAGO, July 18.—(UN)—Some- 
where in Chicago tonight was a wom- 
an who, officials say, witnessed the 
assassination of Alfred “Jake” Lingle, 
Chicago Tribune reporter. 


+ She was on the verge of a nervous 


breakdown and in hiding, fearful that 
gangster bullets might find her should 
she appear in public. 

State’s Attorney John A. Swanson 
said, however, that she had promised 
to tesfify, and that his detectives 
meanwhile were guarding her. 

“She saw the killer shoot Lingle in 
the subway under Michigan boulevard 
five weeks ago,” said Swanson. “We 
regard her as the key to the killing. 
It is the first tangible progress we 
have made toward solving the mys- 
tery.” ' 

Swanson refused to say more about 
the witness, to name her or say where 
she might be found, on the ground that 
to do so would endanger her life 
as well as the progress of the Lingle 
murder investigation. 

Publication of a ag Sp ht article 
by Harry T. Brundidge, St. Sends Star 
reporter, concerning an interview in 
Miami, Fla., with “Scarface Al’ 
Capene was another sensational de- 
velopment of the day. 

Brundidge, who charged — recently 
that many Chicago newspaper report- 
ers are allied with the ‘underworld, 
and who has proinised to substantiate 
his charges before a grand jury here 
Tuesday, quoted Capone as saying the 
Chicago police know who killed Lingle. 

“The big beer and bullet baron put 
his left arm around my shoulders,” 
Brundidge continued, “and with typ- 
ical Latin affection squeezed me and 
said: ‘Listen, Harry, I like your face. 
Let me give you a hot tip. Lay off 
Chicago and the money-hungry re- 
porters. 5 

_“*You're right, and because you're 
right you’re wrong. You can’t buck 
it, not even with the backing of your 
newspaper, because it’s too big a prop- 
osition. 

_““No matter what dope you have to 
give the grand jury, the boys will 
prove you're a liar and a faker.’ ” 

Brundidge added that Capone said 
there were a number of newspapermen 
on his pay roll, and that Lingle got in 
financial trouble because of his love 
for gambling on horse races. 

_It was Lingle’s loss of money and 
his insistence that the underworld in- 
crease his share of the profits, ac- 
cording to all theories, which led ulti- 
mately to his assassination. 


CAPONE DENIES 

HE PAID REPORTERS. 

) MIAMI, Fla., July 18—(/)—In a 
statement dictated at his Miami Beach 
home tonight, Scarface Al Capone de- 
scribed as “deliberate lies” the state- 
ments made in a copyrighted story :n 
the St, Louis Star by Harry Brundige, 
reporter, today, that the Chicago rack- 


beteer had “plenty 
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of newspapermen 
on his pay roll,” and that he and the 
Chicago Ki swig y knew who shot and 
killed Jake Single, Chicago newspa- 
perman. 

During the course of an interview, 
Capone offered to face Brundige “be- 
fore any grand jury” and deny that. 
statements attributed to him in the 
story by Brundige were true. 

Cg ot went a step further and 
said definitely that he is through with 
racketeering in Chicago and does not 
care to be mixed up in it one way 
or another. | ' 

He charged that Brundige “faked 
the so-called interview.” 

“It is the truth when he gaid I 
gave Lingle a diamond belt buckle,” 
Capone went on, referring to one part 
of Brundige’s story. “Lingle was a 
dear friend of mine. The buckle was 
a Christmas present and I gave it to 
him as a Christmas present and not 
for any service he had rendered me 
as a newspaperman. I appreciated 
his friendship and I gave him the 
present just as I give other friends 
presents on Christmas day.” 

Brundige came to Capone’s Palm 
Island estate several days ago and 
was in conversation with him for ap- 
proximately ten minutes Capone's 
statement said. He continued that 
he never had seen Brundige before. 

“He asked me if I ever gave money 
to newspapermen in Chicago, and I 
told him that I never had,” Capone 
said, “but that if I had I wouldn’t 
tell him. I also told him that if he 
came to get information off me he 
was knocking at the wrong door. 

“I told him that I was through

He said that Brundige attempted 
several times during the course of 
the conversation to turn the topic 
to shootings in Chicago, but said 
that he refused to discuss those mat- 
ters and talked of other things. 

After the two men sat on the 
porch at Capone’s home for a few 
minutes, Capone said, Brundige pro- 

ed to write a story of his home 
ife, and was told that the offer was 
not interesting. 

“He asked. to see the grounds,” 
Capone said, “and I escorted him to 
the swimming pool and let him see 
the yacht anchored in back. Several 
times he attempted to talk about 
Chicago and I changed the subject.” 

The Chicago gang chieftain also de- 
nied reports published that he con- 
tributed to campaign expenses of Ruth 
Hanna McCormick in her race for 
nomination as United States senator 
on the republican ticket in Lllinois. 

He said he never had been ap- 
proached for any donation in this 
cause, but would gladly have con- 
tributed. 

“I was not interested in or con- 
nected with politics,” he concluded.

ATTACKS PROHBITION 


mining’ Constitution.

United News Staff 5 
eighteenth amendment is undermining 
the constitution of the United States, 


an A. Piatt Andrew, repub- | 


Congressm 
lican, Massachusetts, declared in an 
address here Thursday night. 

“Irrespective of whether prohibition 
is good or bad as legislation, its in- 
sertion in our constitutio.. has done 
incalculable harm to the standing and 
authority of that immortal docu- 
ment,” Andrew said. “It has brought 
about a lowering of regard for that 
‘master work of master‘ minds’ which 
from our earliest times had inspired 
a measure of respect akin to rev- 
erence.” 

Because of the eighteenth amend- 
ment, the congressman continued, the 
constitution has been “weakened and 
impaired.” Its provisions for the 
first time are treated with large-scale 
indifference or laxity and flouted by 
not a few, he said. 

“That is not all, The integrity of 
the constitution is still.further jeop- 
ardized by the fatal precedent which 
that amendment estai-:ished. Advo- 
cates of nostrums for many other 
evils now seek. to have their chosen 
remedies incorporated in the same 
document, pointing to the eighteenth 
amendment as showing the way.” 

“The injury,” said the solon, “ac- 


tution itself, in my judgment, is a 
very serious objection to the reten- 
tion of the eighteenth amendment.” 

Referring to methods as to how 
the B ee wg problem might be 
solved, .the Massachusetts congress- 
man suggested a “ecool-headed com- 
prehensive survey of all its invariant 
aspects, not by committees and or- 
ganizations, but by a detached, un- 
biased body of men and ./omen, who 
have no theory to prove and whose 
aim is to find the truth and the whole 
truth.” 

Such an investigation, he declared, 
would produce unprejudiced informa- 
tion which is now lacking. 

“Never in all our history has such 
an heroic effort been made to force 
a restrictive policy upon reluctant and 
resisting citizens as has been made 
during the past 11 years to enforce 
the eighteenth amendment. More agen- 
cies of the government has been em- 
ployed, more money has been spent, 
more men have been employed, more 
laws have been passed, more rules and 
regulations have been promulgated to 
compel compliance this amend- 
ment than for any other enactment 
that our government has ever 
adopted.” 

“The objectionable methods employ- 
ed, and apparently required, for its 
enforcement, and which are under- 
mining the country’s respect for gov 
ernment itself, present a compelling 
reason why the eighteenth amend- 
ment should not be retained,” he said. 

The amendment, Andrew added, 
was also corrupting the standards of 
straight forward and honest living. 
It bears upon the poor but not the 
rich, he said. 

“These evils cannot be allowed to 
continue. In my humble judgment, 
we might far better seek some other 
way of dealing with the problem,” 
Andrew said in conclusion. 


DEVASTATING STORM 
RPS ACROSS JAPAN

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Action on Milk Ordinance 


Sanitary Group To Hear 
Dr. Kennedy Before 
Making Recommenda- 
tion on Raper. 


After a two-hour session of the 
sanitary committee of council Friday 
afternoon, that body decided to defer 
action on a proposed ordinance which 
would bar the resale of grade “A” 
raw milk in Atlanta until after the 
return of Dr. John P. Kennedy, city 
health officer, to Atlanta sometime in 
September. ; 

Decision of the committee came fol- 
lowing lengthy discussion of the pro- 
posal as both sides of the issue took 
the floor opposing or defending the 
measure. Independent milk: dealers, 
representatives of Georgia Pure Milk 
League, the Fulton County Medical 
Association and others took the floor 
to fight the measure. 

Major Hazletine, of the United 
States public health service, of Wash- | 
ington, on the other hand, declared 
that pasteurization minimizes the risk 
of contamination and favored pas- 
teurization generally. He explained 
the process and declared that milk so 
treated is scientifically cleaner than 
most raw milk. 

Dr. Peter Bahnsen, former state 
veterinarian, scored the measure, de- 
claring that it should never be ap- 
proved, as authorities throughout the 
country regard the process \as~~iu- 
jurious to the nutritious substances 
which the milk in the raw stagegpos- 
sesses, 

He cited mahy of the authorities 
and called upon the committee to dis- 
pose of the matter to the bast inter- 
exts of Georgians and the~' citizens 
whom the dairymen serve. 

Eugene Talmadge, commissioner of 
agriculture, will oppose the measure 
when it is finally brought before the 
committee, he indicated at the meet- 
ing. 

Dr. F. ©. Thrash presented resolu- 


tions opposing it in behalf of the Ful- 
ton unty Medical Society.

‘CONSERVATIVE TREATMENT 
OF APPENDICITIS. 

' Speaking from both 
and personal experience, it is» my 
judgment that the most annoying fea- 
ture of acute appendicitis is the 
bellyache that so commonly introduces 
it. Were it not for the bellyache a 
fellow might take some small pleas- 
ure in shopping around or im looking 
for some real doctor, if any such there 
‘be, who would assure him it was no 
such thing. There is something sober- 
ing and compelling about that appen- 
dicitis bellyache. I had cherished as 
I thought conservative ideas about the 
treatment of appendicitis; indeed, I 
had endeavored to apply these ideas in 
my own practice. The chief idea was 
that in most cases if not all of acute 
appendicitis it was just as well to 
wait, say. 48 heurs, before consign- 
ing the patient to the operating room. 
This idea appealed to me, somehow; 
it appealed to some of my patients, 


‘too. Yes, and it seemed to work out 


fairly well in a number of instances; 
then again, it didn't work so well. 
But when my great moment came, 
that is, when my bellyache developed, 
all my fine conservative ideas went 
flooey and I called eloquently for one 
of those ever. ready operators I some- 
times rail against, and I begged him 
to make it snappy. He did. At the 
time I didn’t even ask my surgeon 
whether he was a F. A. C. S. I didn't 
eare. I don’t care now, but out of 
curiosity I’ve just looked that point 
up. He wasn't. But he was a‘ D. G. 
S.. 1 found. In his hands I was in 
better luck than poor Mr. Blake—

the ultra-correct congressmen now in 
session in New York exchanged glares 
today after Whalen had mistaken the 
scheduled time for his appearance 
before the congressional committee» 
now investigating communism, and 
had failed to be on hand at the 
opening session. 

Whalen, somewhat annoyed at hav- 
ing unwittingly broken an engagement, 
and the congressmen, somewhat peeved 
at the absence of the witness—whom 
they summoned by subpoena—settled 
down amicably, however, in the ufter- 
noon when the former New York po- 
lice commissioner outlined his case 
against Russia. 

Mr. Whalen’s recital of communist 
outbreaks in New York on May day 
and other occasions appeared to bore 
the committeemen, but he whipped 
up a display of interest when he went 
into the history of the now famous 
photostatie copies of letters purport- 
ing to show the connection between 
Amtorg (the Russian trading corpora- 


Ltion) and the spread of propaganda 


in America. 

The committee's annoyance at Mr. 
Whalen’ $s non-appearance in the morn- 
ing was heightened by the fact that 
many of the members, impressed with 
their knowledge of the ex-police com- 
missioner’s .adherence to style, 
spruced up their clothing and were 
wearing nosegays in welcome to the 
distinguished witness. 

Whalen went into a strong defense 
of the authenticity of the Amtorg 
documents, which has been disputed. 


“These documents have been check ed | 


and are authentic,” he declared. 
“These are the original photostate of 
the original documents, found in the 
files of Amtorg. In order to prove 
that, the police department is pre- 


;pared to permit this committee to 


examine police department under- 
cover men who worked on the case, 
in secret special session.” 

Whalen insisted that the commit- 
tee’s meeting must be seeret because 
“these undercover men gained their 
information and obtaind the photo- 
stats only after promising the people 
from whom they got them immunity 
from publicity. But the undercover 
men will give the committee the names 
and addresses of the people from 
whom the data was obtained. 

Hamilton Fish, Jr.; chairman of 
the committee, called attention to, a 
letter from Koger Baldwin, of the 
Civil Liberties Union, charging that 
the documents were false and that 
the congressional committee had been 
appointed lirgely because of Whalen’s 
photostats. Mr. Baldwin also remarked 
that if the documents were proven 
false there was little further reason 
for the cominittee’s existence. 

“Mr. Baldwin's statement was en- 
tirely untrue,” said Fish, “Appoint- 
ment of this committee was considered 
for months before the papers were 
presented, The committee was appoint- 
ed because the government has no 
means of checking up on the activities 
of communists.” 

“It is not surprising that Mr. Bald- 
win made these statements or any 
statements,” Whalen agreed.

Just when the list 
seemed to oblige the prophets of re- 
action, operators for the advance ad- 
ministered a strong tonic of buying 
orders, stimulating many pool fayor- 
ites to the best levels of the recovery. 

The market seemed to be complete- 
ly under professional auspices, and it 
was obvious that holders of the long 
position wished to keep bullish senti- 
ment simmering, if not boiling, for 
the week-end. Although some of the 
recently active issues were dropped, 
other leaders, particularly United 
States Steel, were quickly forthcom- 
ing and advances of 1 to 4 points 
on. the day were numerous, How- 
ever, the fact that the price index 
of stocks rose only 1.4 points tes- 
tified to the selectivity of the trad- 
ing. 

Much of the rise was accomplished 
in the last hour. Up to then some 
of the pivotal shares, including Amer- 
ican Can and American ‘Telephone, 
had been reactionary and the bear 
faction lost some of its caution. The 
weakness of Johns-Manville, Vanadium 
and Worthington Pump, which had 
been active on the advance, encouraged 
short selling, but the tendency to- 


ward reaction proved to be a costly | 


decoy. The strong support thrown 
into the market in the late dealings 
induced covering and the shorts found 
prices rising rapidly. 

Copper stocks rallied in the face 
of a reduction in the price of the 
metal to the pre-war level of 11 cents. 
There was apparently some tendency

“There is the forthcoming aspect of 
a more hopeful feeling in several 
directions, and it is believed that the 
increased disposition to recognize the 
actual conditions, without minimizing 
exsting problems, will be ultimately 
helpful.” The summary called atten- 
tion to “the fact that business in 
steel is better in prospect than in 
actual achievement.” 

Bradstreet’s reported a slight gain 
in retail distribution as the result 
of vacation demand and sales to clean 
up unsold stocks, and said that sea- 
sonal shutdowns or curtailments in 
industry were “apparently at their 
limit.”

NEW YORK, July 18.—Steel .and 
Radio made a new high for this move- 
ment before noon, Proctor & Gamble 
was in good demand and Case shot 
up over 11 points. But the rest of 
the market marked time. However, it 
was noted that on price declines trad- 
ing dried up, with activity increasing 
as soon as price advances started. 
Steel and other leaders made new 
highs late in the day. 

Some good judges of the stock mar- 
ket expressed the belief today that if 
‘healthy conditions are to continue 
there must be temporary reactions. 

Rumors were widely circulated that 
a prominent Wall Street banking 
house was about to exercise an op- 
tion it holds on a Jarge block of Proc- 
ter & Gamble. The name of the bank- 
ing house was not mentioned. How- 
ever, it is known that J. P. Morgan 
& Co. already owns a large amount 
of Procter & Gamble outstanding 
stock and also has an option to buy 
another block which expires August 
1. It is understood that the executive 
head of Procter & Gamble, who has 
headquarters in Cincinnati, is now in 
the financial district here. 

Managing ae gt Agnew, of In- 
ternational Nickel of Canada, stated 
at the wases! meeting of the Ontario 
Mining Association that his company 
was not only going to continue its 
improvements and betterments now 
under way but that still larger facili- 
ties must be provided. He says that 
within a few weeks his company will 
be producing 15,000,000 pounds of 
nickel a month and 20,000,000 pounds 
of copper, with annual production of 
by-products at the rate of 3,000,000 
ounces of silver, $1,000,000 gold ‘and 
100,000 ounces of platinum. 

Copper Price Cut. 


Export copper was cut a quarter 
of a cent early today to 11.55, with 
one producer later in the day cutting 
domestic copper to 11 cents. Wall 
Street has been expecting 1l-cent cop- 
per. But it is not believed that copper 
will go much if any lower. 

What happened to the earnings of 
copper companies as a result of the 
drop that has occurred in the selling 
price of copper is shown in today’s 
earnings of Granby for’ the three 
months ending with June. Net prof- 
its of $418,000 for this period com- 
pare with $688,000 for the previous 
three months and with $1,164,000 for 
the June, 1929, quarter. For the half 
year net profit of $1,106,000 com- 
pares with $2,105,000 for the first 
half of 192% 

Sears-Roebuck'’s sales for the four 
weeks ending July 16 under the new 
calendar amounted to $25,986,000 
against $30,558,000 for the corre- 
sponding period_of 1929, a decline of 
14 per cent. For the seven periods 
ending with July 16 the figures are 
$198,263,000 against $208,715,000, a 
decrease of 5 per cent. As a result 
of the cut in prices just made by 
Sears-Roebuck and Montgomery Ward 
averaging 10 per cent with time pay- 
ments granted Wall Street expects 
sales of both of these companies from 
now on to show increases.

One thing certain about the pres- 
ent stock market is that on price de- 
clines good buying in large blocks ap- 
pears in leading stocks such as Steel, 
American Can, General Electric. Up 
until very recently there was no buy- 
ing power under the market even for 
small lots, hence the long continued 
decline on small volume. 


Usual Seasonal Trend. 


There is more than one way of 
looking at the June sales statement 
just made public by General Motors. 
Sales to consumers of 97,318 compare 
with 131,817 for May, 142,004 for 
April, the peak of this year, and with 
154,437 for June of last year. Sales 
to dealers of 87,595 for June com- 
pares with 136,169 for May, the peak 
of the year, with 132,365 for April 
and with 163,704 for June of 1929. 
Both sales to consumers and sales to 
dealers this year follow the regular 
seasonal trend. But the total for the 
six months of this year are far be- 
low those for the corresponding period 
of last year. For the six months of 
1930 sales to consumers foot up 
only 657,829, -compared with 847,- 
751 for 1929, while sales of 
dealers of 679,572 compare with 752,- 
874. Sales to consumers are down 
89,922, and sales to dealers 78,352. 
fhe figures include Chevrolet, Pon- 
tiac, Olds, Marquette, Oakland, Vik- 
ing, Buick, La Salle and Cadillac pas- 
senger cars and trucks. 


One way to look at the foregoing 
figures is to place most importance to 
the falling off in sales to consumers. 
Another would be to realize that fewer 
sales were made to dealers. General 
Motors has made and is making con- 
siderable change in models. Until 
Chevrolet developed mass production 
Buick earned the bread and butter for 
General Motors. Buick will be out 
with a new car in a few weeks and its 
managements expects to regain ground 
lost in recent years, In usually well- 
informed circles here it is believed that 
the falling off in General Motors 
sales this year has been discounted in 
the decline that has occurred in the 
price of General Motors shares, while 
the honsecleaning done in common 
with other motor companies has not. 
In brief, Wall Street is becoming in- 
creasingly bullish on motor shares. No 
improvement is expected in sales this 
month, but August is expected to show 
improvement over July, with increas- 
ing gains the remaining months of 
1930 and with 1931 a good year. 
The stock market looks ahead in dis- 
counting good business as well as 
lean periods.

HOOVER CLOSES DOOR 
ONU.S. WHEAT BUYING

WASHINGTON, July 18.—(UN)— 
The Hoover administration has prac- 
tically closed the door against govern- 
mental wheat buying to increase the 
farmers’ prices. 

Agriculture. Secretary Hyde in an 
interview with the United News 
Thursday took an outspoken attitude 
against buying any of this year’s crop, 
holding that it, and other drastic farm 
relief proposals including the deben- 
ture and the equalization fee, would 
not be effective permanently. 

Meanwhile the administration’s farm 
problem, perhaps most acute of all 
political situations now, was made 
considerably’ embarrassing by disclo- 
sure that the army and navy are. buy- 
ing meat for their men outside of con- 
tinental United States from foreign 
rather than American producers. This 


| brought an immediate announcement 
‘that President Hoover's joint army 
-and navy board will meet tomorrow to 


see if purchases cannot be restricted 
to American meat. 

Only American beef fs bought for 
soldiers in this country, but officials 


possi'said thateim the Philippines, Panama 


and Hawaii, food contracts under the 
law must be given to the lowest bid- 
der. Millions of pounds of foreign 
meat, from New Zealand and other 
points, have been bought in this man- 
ner, it is said. 

Dire Position. 

The labor department emphasized 
the dire position of the farmer in its 
monthly wholesale price index by 
showing a 41-2 per cent drop in farm 
prices from May to June. Farm 
prices were nearly 14 per cent below 
June, 1929 

Senator Caraway, democrat, Arkan- 
sas, suggested that a special session 
of congress might be called to deal 
with farm relief, but this was prompt- 
ly rejected at the White House. Then 
in a formal statement 
charged the republican party..has de- 
serted the farmer after bétraying him. 
He argued that the debenture bounty

000 in purchases and loans to co-op- 
eratives, of which $47,000,000 has been 
repaid. 

The administration, he charged, has 
achieved parity between agriculture 
and industry by bringing both “near 
bankruptcy.” 

Hyde’s imterview made _ virtually 
unanimous the voices of republican 
spokesmen against the plan«of Sen- 
ators Capper and Allen,. republicans, 
Kansas, for purchase of up to _100,- 
000,000 bushels of wheat to hold 
prices up. Hyde said such a purchase 
would permanently depress the mar- 
ket, and the vast holding of wheat 
constituting a threat of “dumping” at 
any time. It is questionable, he said, 
whether such a purchase would be 
legal, because the farm board law for-

GAS STATON FGHT 
JPHELD IN RULING 


ALBANY, Ga., July 18.—Attempts

by the state supreme court.

Mr. Reynolds then 
brought. mandamus proceedings to 
force Building Inspector Brosnan to 
issue to him the permit futhorized by 
the old city commission. Judge Gard- 
ner denied the mandamus absolute, but 
overruled the demurrer brought in In- 
spector Brosnan’s name by the city 
attorney. 

The case was then appealed to the 
state supreme court, and as reported 
in Associated Press dispatches Thurs- 
day. the higher tribunal held that 
Building Inspector Brosnan was with- 
out authority of law in refusing the 
issuance of a permit to Reynolds.

The golf. swing is not strictly standardized. But there are certain 
fundamentals that all good golfers follow, when they are playing well, 
and these wére three of them. When they violated any oné of these 
fundamentals they usually found trouble. , 

Here is one example. In playing to the second hole on his 
first round Walter Hagen sliced his drive to the rough and pitched 
out some 70 yards from the green. He had a deep trap to carry 
on this short pitch. It was a ticklish position all the way. Just 
before his clubhead reached the balf his head popped up and the 
ball fluffed along about 15 yards.. It was almost a complete miss. 
On the next attempt Hagen’s head stayed down and the ball stopped 

just 18 inches from the cup for a 5. If Hagen can’t play a good shot 
without anchoring his head or holding it in place through the swing, 
what chance has the average entry?

THE THREE FUNDAMENTALS. 
There is a variety of measurements in the weight shifting of feet and 
Many of the good ones let most of their Weight move to the 
right side on the back swing. Others let only the major part, possibly 
60 or 70 per cent. But those who, worn out or tired or discouraged, 
allowed most of the weight to remain on the left side through the back 
swing came upon all sorts of trouble. For they were too badly balanced 
to do any correct swinging. 
In most cases among the leading stars you would notice first 
of all a slight lateral hip movement to the right, and after this a 
body turn in the same direction. There was no element of body 
. swaying. It isn’t necessary to sway to let the weight go with ‘the 
swing. The slight lateral motion and the turn Will take care of 
this. 
One must hit on a line from the inside out, unless he is looking for 
a slice or a cut, and it is impossible to come into,the ball correctly with- 
out letting the left shoulder turn. 
There were many who held their heads fixed only long enough 
to hit the ball. Others gave you the distinct impression of hold- 
ing the head in the right place until the ball was well on its way. 
But those who let the head or the chin drift to the left, along the 
line of flight, almost never got away a good shot. There was no 


great variety here. 
Either they obeyed the law and did well or they broke it and failed. 


THE RIGHT ELBOW. 

Tommy Armour, the fine iron playing Scot, gave the best individual 
example of keeping the right elbow tucked into the right side. In the 
case of Armour it remained against his body where apparently his hands, 
wrists and arms with a good body turn carried out the job. You had 
the feeling that he was throwing his clubhead through the ball with 
hands and wrists from this compact position and while he was fresh his 
execution was brilliant. 

Mac Smith and Bobby Jones also kept this right elbow well 
trained, never permitting it to fly upward. or outward. There is 

a sense or feeling of control in this correct right elbow position 

which the average golfer would soon get if he only gave it enough 

thought, work and close attention. It won’t stick there of its own 
pomp good golfers who had a tendency towards letting the 
right elbow slip its moorings and fly outward and they were having a 
hard time of it, usually hooking their long shots well off line. 
* 


ANOTHER FUNDAMENTAL. 

Another strong factor,,in..the, play of the leaders was the use of the 

wrist and left arm. . :

Sass seule fhe makes little or no use of his left hand. 
The strong hand hitting or swinging forward takes charge of his 
stroke. He would be better off playing the game with the right 
hand. But the winning golfer in any big tournament has deep re- 
spert for this left hand and arm. He takes the club back with 

hand. ; 

The ie hand is still in control on the start of the down swing, and 
he keeps the right out as much as he can until both hands swing into 
action through the final sector of the swing. And this is something else 
the average golfer can work on to his most distinct advantage, if he is 
looking for better scores and is getting a bit sick of a bunkered existence.

TO REGAIN TITLE}: 


Inefficiency Is Rampant 
Among Present-Day 
Rulers of Game. 


By Robert Edgren. 
NEW YORK, July 18. — Max 


Schmeling has taken the world’s 
heavyweight championship to Ger- 
many, and there it will stay until 
there is a radical reform in Ameri- 
can boxing methods and we develop 
more real fighters. There has been a 
slump in class heavyweight boxing, 
brought about by a peculiar condition 
in boxing under boxing commission 
eontrol. Boxing commissions have 
been extremely lax in enforcing the 
rules of boxing.
